Co-operation is the secret of community development, every citi- 


zen working hund-in-hand, shouldcr-toVshoulder for the upbuilding 
of their community and the betterment of its citizens. 


Progressive communities are those with cooperative citizens, 


broad-minded community builders who nre not self-centered to the 
detriment of their co-citizens, but who labor unselfishly to promote 
the interests of their home town. 


"Whether thut time has yet .come or not, it inevitably will conic 


when every prospective purchaser of property in rural districts 
will want to know beforehand whether the present residents are of 
a cooperative turn of mind or not; whether they can get together and 
stay together on matters of community interest. He will want to 
know also what the prevailing sentiment in the community is with 
respect to these matters. 


We have known of communities Avhere the majority refused to 


pay a living wage to the school tcachet, with the result that the 
school was of little value because of the poor teachers employed. 
The only way that enterprising citizens saw out of the predicament 
wan to offer to pay the difference between the wages of the ordinary 
teacher and those of the better kind. That plan is not practicable 
even in the case of a teacher; and of course it is. altogether out of 
the question in respect to many other community"' improvements. 


There have been single cases of single families owning land sur- 


rounding villages who pi-evented the development and expansion as 


•i

long as the members of those familial lived. Indeed, we have seen 
villages remain backward with respepl.tp tlieir schools, their churches, 
their streets, in fact with all of their '^public utilities and institutions 
in a deplorable state, because of the controlling influences of persons 
opposed to every improvement that involved increased expenditures 
to be met by taxation. 


A community of this sort can have no attraction for enterprising 


outsiders, and its citizens i can hope for no immigration except that 
of persons of their own kind. Enterprise ip attracted by Enterprise; 
the progressive spirit stimulates progr.esaiveness. The, stiniulus of 
rivalry is .what has made the United States what it is; its wonderful 
development is the direct result of a national policy that,has matched 
one Yankee's wit against another pptil ingenuity has been, fairly 
bred into the people as a whole. hiy?nti?reness is in the atmosphere, 
and there appears to be neither limit nor slackening in the capacity 
of Americans to meet whatever emergencies may arise. 


Communities should be something of that sort; and when they 


become so, that quality in them will be their most valuable capital. 
That intangible property,, which is not assessed and taxed, will 
nevertheless be worth more to them and to their citizens than .will 
be the more tangible soil and structures. A community is in this 
respect like a successful business man; his name connected with a 
movement is a guaranty of its soundness and its success.
